There can be no excuse 'for Interven- 
tion, unless the Mexican government 
proves negligent in protecting the per- 
sons or property of foreign residents, 
and- such negligence would have to be 
firmly established, in my opinion, be- 
fore any such step could be taken. 
There are no conditions now existent 
to give us such warrant. 


"In order to maintain the neutrality 


laws, It has been deemed advisable 
to send troops to the border, and on 
^account of the Immense length of the 
frontier, and the fact that the Rl.i 
Grande can bo crossed at almost any 
point, a larger number of troops has 
been dispatched than would other- 
wise prove necessary."
